One of the brightest signs on Ken- 
tucky’s horizon these days is the 
chance the Commonwealth has of up- 
dating its old-fashioned constitution 
through the efforts of the Constitution 
Revision Assembly which has been at 
work since February. 

This non-partisan assembly of poli- 
tical, business and social leaders repr^ 
senting a cross-section of Kentucky is 
trying to find ways to strengthen our 
state constitution by eliminating out- 
dated sections and including new ones 
that conform to the way times have 
changed since 1892, when the present 
constitution was framed. 

Few enlightened people in the state, 
regardless of their political persuasion, 
deny that the old charter needs mod- 
ernization. But past efforts to accomp- 
lish this have been defeated at the polls 
by voters who, unaware of the degree 
to which the charter is obsolete and 
how this obstructs the efficient opera- 
tion of our government, prefered a stag- 
nant status quo to an intelligent adjust- 
ment of their guiding document. 

But since the present Revision As- 
sembly is not trying to do quite as much 
as other similar groups in the past, its 
chances of success are correspondingly 



attempt at more sweeping change 
would have, 

Kentucky citizens owe it to them- 
selves — and to their children who will 
inherit the kind of state we are now 
making — to look with favor and en- 
couragement on what the Revision 
Assembly is trying to do. It is not try- 
ing to tamper with basic rights and 
freedoms of individuals. It is merely 
trying to give Kentucky a constitution 
that is more practical and workable 
in light of the way the state, and the 
world, has chang^ in the last 72 
years. 

The Assemibly’s recommendations 
must be approved by the voters before 
they go into effect. When the time 
comes for the voters to express them- 
selves at the polls, they should keep in 
mind the words of Thomas Jefferson, 
author of our Declaration of Independ- 
ence and one of the drafters of the Con- 
stitution of the United States: 

“Some people look at constitutions 
with sanctimonious reverence and deem 
them like the Ark of the Covenant, too 
sacred to be touched. They ascribe to 
the man of the preceding age a wisdom 
more than human. We might as well 
reqv'ire the man to wear the coat which 
fittf>i him as a boy,”

Interview With Caudill 



(Th« followina arc excarpts from an ar- 
ticla in a recant iaaua of U. S. NEWS AND 
WOR'..D REPORT in which Whitasburg lawyer- 
writer Harry Caudill answers an interviewers 
questions on poverty in Appalachia.) 

Q. Mr. Caudill, can the rest of t(he country 
leam something about poverty from the exper- 
ienoea of Ea.stern Kerilucky? 

Caudill: 1 llhink so. We are probaibly the 
No. 1 depressed area of the United States, 
aod our experience is showing that many of 
the things that are talked about for a national 
“war” on poverty juat will not work itn Ken- 
tucky, or the rest of Appalachia or acrywhere 
e^. 

This business of handing a nvan a little bag 
ot stele food ooce or twice a nwnth and a 
little check — about one fourth of what is need- 
ed tto keep a man alive with dignity and de- 
cency — is simply destructive oi manhood. It 
saps every quality that makes for heroes cr 
even good fathers and good families. 

Q. Would these people take jobs if work 
were anailahle? 

Caudill. I am convinced tney would. Eastr 
era Kentucky, like the rest of the United 
Skates, was built by peo{4e willing to work. 

Recently the State of Kentu^y and the 
Federal Departmontt of Health. Education and 
Welfare initiated a plan to put a number of 
unem|>loyed fathers to work in' each of the 
mountain coal-field counties at the very low 
w«ge of $1.00 an hour. There were far more 
applicants tha.^l tliere were jobs. 

Today there are men in our county — Let- 
cher County, Ky. w^ho are walking) as much 
as five miles per diay toi get the chance to 



work eight hours for $8, and then walking , 
five miles back home. • 

Q. Does politics geiti into the handing 
out of welfare C'hecks? 

Question: Yes. Welfariam has c^ted a 
power structure in which local political ma- 
chines of great power and efficienfcy are sup- 
porl'ed by federal money. 

The Federal Government collects the man*- 
ey in the form of taxes and tran«milts ill to the 
State treasury in the form of grants-m-aid. The 
State welfare department then spends it in' the 
local communities under the discreet super- 
vision of local politicians. 

I think that ».t much of Appalachia, and 
perhaps over the nation as a whole, we are 
seeiing a transfer of real power from Wash- 
ington and the Statebouse^ — State capital — to 
the county courthouse. 

We are building up a whole straim of 
pernicious political roia^ines as bad as any 
that of Pendergast of Kansas City or Crump 
of Memphis ever rao. These machines exist 
on the necks of welfairo voters and are financ- 
ed directly out of the Federal treasury.

A good example of some of the proposed 
charges the Constitution Revision Aa«emhly is 
nurking for the updaiMng ami modernization 
of Kentucky’s constitwtlcn concern* the state’s 
educS' lonal set-up and the proce** by which 
Ms high admi'.^istrators are chosen. 

As M stands now, the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Is elected by papular vote 
of ■the people and limited in ^salary to $12,000 
a year. The Assembly has recommended that 
the conrt'ilulion be revised to permit the State 
Board of Education to appoint the Superin- 
tendent, at a .salary to be fixed by the Legirsfah 
ture. 

This is a ohar<ge that very definitely need* 
to be made, because it is precirely brae that 
the old but legit iniste complaint that Ken- 
tucky education suffers from politlci begins. 

Because the State Superintendent obtain* 
his office by virtue of a statewide election, 
that man's first re<]uiremetnt Is that he have 
keen poUtical talents and ambition*. To get 
elected, he must tie himself closely to one of 
the political machines in the state, be a leader 
in a poUtical party. The office of Slate Super- 
tendent and all public education under his 
control can only suffer under such an arrange- 
ment, as it has been suffering as long as 
this has been our method of filling (hat office. 

The Superintendent should be, first and 
foremost, an educator, a man of exceptiooW 
administrative talents with complete devotion, 
not to a political party, but to the children 
whose education he must supervise. He .should 
be able to hold his position as long as he per- 
forms well in it, regardlc^ of what stake ad- 
ministrations conte and go in the meantime.

He should be ultlerly free of political ohligia- 
tlon. He should know that his job depends not 
upon public politirlal whim but only on his 
sbiHUes in the job. 

Think how grest the danasge would be 
If the President of the University of Kentucky 
had to run In an elortion every four yetrs (o 
keep hlf job? Think how tied his hands would 
be if he took his orders from the pohticBl 
party he rode to office on? By having the 
freedom .to look acposa the whole breadth of 
America for an able man. the UK Board of 
TniMleei struck gold when they lured Dr. 
John W, 0.wakl away from the UrnversMy of 
Oalifornia to take the helm at the UniversMy 
of Kentucky. 

The State Board of Education needs that 
same kind of freedom in picking the best man 
for the Job of SUtc .Superin<tetKlent. It needs 
to be able to offer him con.dderably more than 
$12, (XM) a year, which may have been an im- 
pressive lum in 1892 but which t-oday is paltry 
indeed compared to what other states pay 
their to$) perKonnel. 

The ^estton may ariac that aiitce the 
Board of Education u imw appointed by the 
Govenror, how can M be said 'Jie superintend' 
ecjt would be free of political obUgations? This 
is a good question and is yet another example 
xff how our constitution could be improved by 
revisions. One suggested remedy which many 
Kentucky teachers and kicsl suporintondentn 
agree with is to have board members elected 
by the people who would ther. appoint a sup- 
erintendent. This Idea certainly deserves con- 
sideration, as do mx-ry others before we have 
the kind of constitution we need in this day 
and time.

Secretary Of The Inrerior Stewait UdaB 
says that a T.V.A. is net the type of organi- 
aatKMt needed to direct the propoised war on 
Poverty in the Appalachian regkui, a-.d he is 
probably right. A.' amy rate, nothing would 
hur.' the chances of the Appalachian program 
more than to get M l-.ivolved in one of those 
olassiic hassles that invariably erupt when the 
subjects of T.V.A. and public power arise. 

But in setting up an Appalachian' agency, 
the administration would do well to study the 
T.V.A. success story. For T.V.A’s suc- 
cess was achieved by (1) keeping adminMra- 
tion close to the people involved, and (2) av- 
oiding the inclination to group too many daw 
similiar regions and problems under one ad- 
ministrative roof. Both of ihese points need to 
be seriously studied by the administration be- 
fore deciding on the t'ype of agency to guide 
the Appalachian effort. 

Certainly, the Appalachiin region cannot 
be considered merely ore aspect of the na- 
tional war on poverty. As the experience of 
the Area Redevelopment Admini»;ration prov- 
ed. '.he problems of the mountains tend to get 
lost in the shuffle when Washington applies 
the same remedies to Hazard. KetAucky, as to 
South Bend, Indiana. Appalalchia has M* own 
unique problems, stemming from historic un- 
der-^velopment as well as from economic 
dislocation and technological tranaicion. These 
unique ills denrwind unique cure*. .And if the 
mountain regions are required to meet criteria 
applied t» other areas, improvement effort will 
be futile. 

An Area Agency It Needed 

Furihermore, a lot of nvoney can be wast- 
ed if aid to the area Is funneled through 
existing agencies without *n oversll coordi- 
nating BUt^rity to prevent! waste, duplicatioa, 
overlapping and spending without priorities. 
A lot ^ money is available for the area alreody 
through existing agencies, but it is important 
that] this be applied where it 1* needed moat 
and under an orderly program. H will take 
an area .ngency, located auid vteffed on the site 
to see that a sewage dispoeal system financed 
by A.R A. this year is not built so il»t it will 



be covered next year by a bke impounded by 
a dam fina'x'ed by another agency. 

Just as the problems of Appalachia are 
not always the problems of the rest of the 
country, so are the prablems of various sec- 
tions of Appadachis different. The iaolation 
and underdevelopment that plague Hydon, Ky., 
for example, bear Utble resemblance u> the 
factory closing that produced cluonic aaom- 
ptoytnev: in parts of Maryland and Penauy- 
Ivania. It would be dangerous to apply the 
same or eimilar remedies to (he two place*. 
Yet 'already, during the hearings oo' the Ap- 
palacMin program, members of Congress have 
show.!- a distrea.ing tendency to lump all of 
Appalachian together. 

A Congrewman from New York, for In- 
stance, hi* suggest'd, as John L. I.cwl* 
used to do, that federal agencies use coal 
ra.her than other, competitive fuels, thus 
spurring an increase in coal mining and min- 
ers, and cndiiig economic woe* in the txml 
country. Other* have suggested that the gov- 
ernment curb importetion of residual oil, so 
ttwk more coal will be coJisumed. Other stu- 
dents of the region have proposed that great 
power plants be bulk to the mountains to uae 
the coal oji the spot. 

AH of these would-be remedies wrongly 
assume that the woes of places like Easten* 
KeoMucky can be relieved by mining more 
eoal. ActiwHy, until there are heavy produc- 
tion taxes on eoal, an increise in mitring might 
only deepen the long-range ills of the coal 
country. And irxrea^ied demand for coal would 
u.ndoubetedly mean an increase to strip min- 
Ir.lg which, while proriding few additlonik job* 
would create enormjus problems of land ero- 
sion and flooding If power plants brought 
with chem dams and river control, they would 
oonteibute to the Appalachian economy. But 
they, too, afford few jobs, and (heir demiand 
tor cxial would only increase the problems oif 
•trip mining. 

Over.'implificuUons can best be avoided by 
tSse proMeovs, and close to the various phases 
admlHstrators dose to the region, clo*e to 
of the war on poverty as they are employed 
to cure the old, chronk ills of an underdevel-

Don Whitehead Discuses Appalachia's 'Poverty Amid Plenty'

There is more than a little irony in ithe 
fact that the region called Appalachia is cla'ssed 
as poverty-stricken even though it embraces 
some of the potentially richest coal deposits in 
the United States — millions upon millions lof 
tons of coal. 

The mining of this coal could relieve much 
of the unemploy menti and remuve much of the 
d:in of poverty. But a complex set of circum- 
Htancti* now makes it rirtually impossible for 
this wealth to be taken from it'ha ground and 
used for the benefit of the people. 

Ill Itihe eimplest of terms, Appalachia fell 
into deep trouble when its mine* reached the 
point of being unable tp compete at a profit 
in 'the nation's cual markets. Kissog coot* of 
production— principally labor costs — drove 
mine after mine oult of business. They couldn’t 
pay the going wages and the extXM paid by 
their competMtitors elsewhere. 

The dechne in Southeastern Kentucky was 
a slow, grim, ftieady process. It was atoioet Mcc 
a mum bleeding to death from a wound — and 
no one knowing bow to stanch the flow of 
blood. 'I'he march toward tragedy haa been 
reletttleaa. 

One by ons!, the mines shut down said naun 
found t hwi uudves out of work. They w«r* oieai 
who knew no other trade o«cept iiuning ooal. 
Even when they did, there were do oth«r kv 
dudhrie* of any coiiaequenc* ta Wre them. 



This was a land of ooal and mining was what 
made the wheels go round. 

A few mines have managed to survive 
agairiGlt odds. iBut their numbers are pitifully 
small in comparison wit.h those operating to th< 
boom years when any man could get a job 
if he were willing Itio do a day's work. 

Area Became Battleground 

I grew up in the coalfields of Southeastern 
Kentucky. I saw them when the region was 
booming, lusty and growing. 1 was around 
when the Depression came and the area be- 
came a battleground of union and anti-uniot]| 
forces aaid men rode out at dawn to fight, 
carrying machine guns and high-powered ri- 
fle*. It was guerilla war to jts way and judi) 
as brutal and davage. 

'llie fight iladtod for six long years. But 
to the ead the United Mine Workers of John 
L. Lewis won because New Deal legislation and 
the weight of the Federal Govenuuent’s io- 
fkienoe was on the side of the union. 'The laet 
soft cxial field to become “uoiiunized” was the 
Harlan Quunty field. Its capitulaiion came in 
1939 when the solid ranks of the ooal opera- 
tors was broken by one operator who decided 
he had hgd enough. When he signed a union 
uotitraci, the lothers were forced to follow. 

It is not dafficuk to find some of the rear 
•on* why Appsdachia has become one of the 
mo:t e^otioraically depressed sreas in |he 
Undted States. ‘The dlfficuKy is going to be In 
findtog s wap out of dhe mees wMhouM milking 



a majority of people in the region totatally 
dependent on a Goverment dole. 

One reason for the area’s plight' is that 
Its mines are situated too far from the coal- 
using induririal cehters. For example, coal 
shipped from Southeastwn Kentucky to ■norlih- 
ern markets must pa<8 through ithe Ohio oi 
Illinois fields. Coal going east has to pasa 
'through West Virginia and Pennsylvanta. Coal 
'i'hipped south must pass through Tennessee’s 
coalfields. The area is boxed in by 'other mine 
fields. 

Big Diiadvantsg* From Nsturo 

The region could <never win a rate from 
the railroads which would compensate for the 
disadvantage of location. Neither did it have 
the navigable istreams with their advantage of 
low barge ralties. Gas and 'o&l cut sharply into 
the coal market uubl even the engine* which 
haulvd the coal were burning oil. 

I'll one seuse, the 'greaiteiM disacK'aintage 
perhaps was lUhe joke played by nature mlttton* 
of years ago wlien the cotal was being fbrmed 
from <:he ooze and rottin'g vegetation being 
buried by violent upheavals of the earth’s 
crust. The coal to most of Appalachia wasn't 
formed in ilhick, high seaniis. it was comprsas- 
ed nuM-tly i’to thto sieams, sometime* no toore 
than 27 or 30 indhes hk^i. U was high-qual- 
ity ooal, but very often it wm hsard to 
gto to M. 

Thtogs might have been different if the 
cosi had been formed to the same big, gsoer- 



ous seams as those in part of West Virginia 
and Pennsylvania and some other state*. Th**e 
seams often were six, eight and ton feet high 
and more — land the cxial could be mined 
cheaply. 

Even with 'Sll the disiadvantagas, there are 
*odl men who will tell you they could squees* 
out a profit and keep many of 'the mines run- 
nii'.g if they did not ha've to pay the wage scale 
and welfare fund royalties demanded by th* 
United Workers. They point to the wage- 
welfare scale as the straw that broke iheir 
backs. 

There is an interesting story behind the 
coal-field wage structure. It goes back many 
years to the time When Joiin L. Lewis, the 
mine udiun boss, foresaw the coming of mech- 
anizatiod 'to the mines. He saw It'liere would 
be day wlien machines would mine coel ntore 
efficieiutly than men and only those insmng 
operations wliich were nvoet efficient would 
survive. Machines would dig coal, load ilb, carry 
it to it'he tipple, process it, wash it, 
treat M, and eeito it on ilt* way 
to the uiarkeits. 

All this would mean that uumy of fai* 
miners eventually would be thrown out of 
work. Rut he did not f'ig'ht auttomatton. H» said 
so 'be it. He aoceped automiil.iion but h* vowed 
his mirteir* would be an.'^mg the best-ptod 
workers ia America. His union migiw be 
smaller— but it would be nmire powerful. AM 
tliese thtags he talked about to his spnsrhsa 

Meebaniaation came to the Helds and 



Lewis demanded and received, higliar and high- 
er wages and fringe be'.'efits for his mtners. 
The less efficient producers began to fall by 
the wayside. 

The opera'tors who always were the first to 
meei: Lewis’ demands were those in the oortb- 
ern hrUiminous coal fields. They were better 
able to afford Ithe iiHTease* because their 
mines were suited to mechamzattoa. They had 
advar.i.agaou» freight rates. They were near 
the great toduatrial maa-kets. Often they could 
ship by barge on navigable atresuns to obtain 
extremely low shipping rates. 

B*cam* Sort Of Civil War 

It might be said the battle to survive 
in the coal industry became a «ort of Civil 
War — with the NorrlH.*P!Tr ooal fields aligived 
agaiadt the Southern fields. Aito the Northern 
operatora had the greater resource* on tlieir 
aid*, just aa Granit'‘i armiea liad them ovw 
RCberl E. Lee’s armies. 

Coal has been and will coiitkiue to be 
Importanill! to Appalachia’a economy. Hut tlw 
toduolry is ni-'t likely to be in any shape to 
lead the people out of their difficulties m 
the future. Appalachia ia a poor litti* ridi buy 
unable to enjoy Ms co«l riches. 

Let us hope that Itie GoveramaUt'* craMi 
aid program works as well for his regkm to 
the foreign latd progiram worked for Eigopa. 
If Mi daas th s n wMihin a few more )««irs App»- 
kactua will be ounipaiing with th* tout of the 
coutotry om equal tornia.

County Agent Advises Training Apple and Peach Trees Early 



Paul K#«n ■— County Agricultural Agant 



Fire blight has been seen on 
many apple trees. The disease 
is carried 'jy insects and is 
transmillted when trees are In 
full bloom. Ends of limbs sud- 
denly die, especially limbs 
where apple bloom is present. 

Control measures should 
have been taken during full 
bloom with an application of 
streptomycin sold under trade 
names such as agrimycin, agri- 
strep, etc.
